PANAMA CANAL SUPPLIES. 


Purchases Restricted to United States Manufactures. 


H.M. Embassy at Washington report that on the 25th June 
the Presidential approval was given to a Joint Resolution of 
Congress providing that purchases of material and equipment 
for use in the construction of the Panama canai shall be 
restricted to articles of United States production and manufacture 
from the lowest responsible bidder, unless the President shall, 
in any case, deem the bids or tenders therefor to be extortionate 
or unreasonable. 





° See " Board of Trade Journal’ os of 21st June, 1 1906, p. . 569, 
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Nice—H.M. Consul at Nice (Mr. A. McMillan) says in his 
report for 1905 :— 

‘‘ British trade in Nice does not advance with leaps and bounds. 
Still it is not stagnant. But so far as it prospers it is mainly 
owing to the continued increase in the number of British visitors, 
to satisfy whose requirements hotel keepers and local dealers 
import largely from the United Kingdom. British traders send 
British commodities to Nice, but as a rule they are not enterprising 
enough to settle in Nice for trade purposes. With the exception 
of two or three British tailors, it is quite rare to find a British 
subject at the head of any trading establishment. For instance, 
there are about 60 chemists’ shops in Nice, and not one of them 
under British management. And there is no reason why British 
enterprise should not supply what is a want of Nice, namely, the 
lack of establishments of the ‘ universal provider ’ sort. 

Mr. McMillan points out the futility of sending elaborate cata- 
logues in English to French buyers. He advocates advertising 
in the French daily journals, as although British residents in or 
visitors to the Riviera are, of course, important customers for 
British firms, yet the French inhabitants, if they could be cap- 
tured, would form a much more extended and therefore a much 
more profitable clientéle.” (Koreign Office, Annual Series, 3,654.) 


Uskub.— According to the report of the British Vice-Consul at 
Uskub (Mr. H. E. Satow) there seems to be a certain desire on 
the part of merchants in his district to deal in British goods, as to 
the superiority of which they are aware. ‘The primary essential 
for any firms wishing to do ‘business is to appoint a trustworthy 
agent. At present local dealers are’ at the mercy of Salonica ba 
Constantinople middlemen and must take what they can get. An 
agent, representing one or several firms, who was well supplied 
with catalogues and samples, would be able to furnish local traders 
with optical proof of the superiority of British goods. 

Easier terms of payment are also essential. In this a trust- 
worthy agent can be of great assistance, as he can advise as to the 
latitude which may be safely accorded in the matter of credit. 

‘As regards language, Mr. Satow says that English is no use in 
those parts. The languages of the country are Turkish, Bulgarian 
and Servian, but persons with a knowledge of French are not rare. 

In conclusion Mr. Satow points out that Uskub is growing in 
importance as a town and commercial centre, and merits some 
increased attention on the part of British traders. (foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,655.) 


Caracas.—The British Acting Vice-Consul (Mr. G. Haggard), 
after referring to the growth of American and German competition 
in hardware, corrugated iron, machinery, electrical supplies, &c., 
remarks :—‘“‘ It w ould certainly seem to be to the interest of manu- 
facturers at home to take some more active steps in the direction 
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of preserving a market which, once lost to them in these days of 
keen competition, is not easily regained. ; 

“Catalogues, price lists, circulars, &c., should be translated 
into Spanish. . . . . Light packing should also receive the 
attention of importers, its importance being due to the fact that 
the duties are all levied on gross weight. And again, they should 
take care to comply strictly with the Venezuelan regulations 
regarding invoices, stamps and the like. Failure to do so involves 
confiscation and fines to a large amount, whilst efforts in Caracas 
to obtain a remittance of the former or the return of the goods 
result in nearly every case in failure.” (Foreign Office, Annual 


Serves, 3,657). 


Constantza.—The British Vice-Consul at Constantza (Mr. G. 
A. Pogson) remarks in his report:—“ The ever-welcome traveller 
from the United Kingdom has only once been met with by the 
writer during his four months’ tenure of office. Jt is to be hoped 
that the new connection Constantza—Egypt* vid Constantinople 
will allow a visit to this district en route. (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 5,658.) 


Tientsin——H.M. Consul-General (Mr. L. C. Hopkins) in his 
report on the trade of Tientsin for 1904-5, says that the only 
method of pushing British manufactures is by means of Chinese- 
speaking commercial travellers, with numerous samples of their 
goods and working models of their machinery. (Foreign Office, 


Annual Series, 3,661.) 


Newchwang.—The following information relating to the con- 
dition of trade at Newchwang during the first quarter of the 
current year is based on a despatch w vhich has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Legation at Pekin :— 

The signs of commercial activity at Newchwang alluded to in | 
the last report | See “ Board of Trade Journal” of the 29th March, 
p. 598] continue. The German firm that opened there, apparently 
as agents for the Russo-Chinese Bank, have evidently determined 
to engage vigorously in the trade, and have acquired large pre- 
mises in the town. The Russo-Chinese Bank has re-opened its 
own establishment under the joint management of a British sub- 
ject and a Franco-Russian. It is likely that a German Consulate 
will be opened in place of the agency of a British subject. 

Japanese merchants are making strenuous efforts to induce 
Chinese merchants at centres of trade in the interior, such as 
Tiehling, to combine with them in important lines of business, 
such as sugar. 

Up to now, there has been no healthy competition to develop 
the trade, especially the export trade, but there is a prospect now 
of this state of things being remedied.

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FRENCH INDO-CHINESE RAILWAY. 


An account has been received from H.M. Consul at Hanoi 
(Mr. T. F. Carlisle) of a journey recently made by him from Hanoi 
to Yunnanfu. The railway from Yenbay to Laokay was opened to 
public traffic on 1st February last, putting thereby the frontier of 
Yunnan into railway communication with Haiphong, the port of 
Tonkin. After reaching Laokay Mr. Carlisle proceeded along the 
Nam Ti valiey to Mengtse, which is the course followed by the 
Indo-Chinese railway, and continued along the route of the 
railway to Yunnantu. On his return he took the route vid 
Manhao and the Red River, which has been the usual route for 
travellers between Tonkin and Yunnan. ‘This, he says, will 
doubtless be gradually abandoned in favour of the Nam Ti route 
as the railway advances along the latter. 

Mr. Carlisle makes the following general observations on his 
journey :— 

“The consensus of opinion seems to be that the line will 
probably be completed for trafic in three or four years. A 
closer estimate cannot be given and even this depends upon the 
continued absence of any causes that might interfere with the 
supply of labour. When it is opened I fully anticipate that 
it will carry a considerable import into Yunnan of goods from 
Hong-kong. Foreign goods in transit through Tonkin have 
to pay only 20 per cent. of the French General Tariff. In 
addition to this they would have to pay, of course, the Chinese 
import duties. 

‘But even granting that the districts of Yunnan lying south of 
the capital receive the bulk of their foreign imports by way of the 
railway, will such traffic be sufficient to make the latter pay in 
view of what it will have cost by the time itis finished? Local 
French opinion seems now to doubt it, and to hold that railway 
connection between Yunnanfu and Szechuan will have to be pro- 
vided somehow to give sufficient traffic to the Haiphong-Yunnanfu 
line. If one regarded the actual course of the railway alone, one 
would have little hesitation in coming to this conclusion also. 
The portion from Laokay to Mengtse (164 kilometres) contains no 
promise of future trade whatever. From Mengtse northwards the 
prospect is considerably brighter. But still a great part of the 
course of the railway lies through unproductive country, such as 
the narrow valleys and gorges of the PoiTa Ho. . . . Had I 
left Yunnan, having seen only the course of the line, I should have 
gone away with the impression that it was a country too poor to 
make it worth while to build railways in it. But my return 
journey by the route on the west of the tracé showed me that there 
was a considerable population there within easy reach of the line, 
and I understand that there is a similar belt on the east. Between 
these two regions and with the country immediately on its route, 
together with the more remote parts of the province, which are 
sure to contribute a certain amount of traffic in time, there should 
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be enough business for the railway, provided that the French 
Custom-house and railway officials do not hamper traffic with 
heavy duties and freights and vexatious regulations. I still do not 
regard Yunnan as a rich country, but, of course, I have only seen a 
portion of it. It may possibly contain great mineral wealth in the 
hills and mountains with which a great part of it is covered, but 
this remains to be proved. I believe that Monsieur Lantenois, 
‘Chef de Service des Mines’ in the Public Works Department of 
Indo-China, has expressed an opinion unfavourable to the idea of 
the great value of Yunnanese mines. (The tin of Ko Chiu is, of 
course, a valuable asset). a) 

‘Whether or not there is enough wealth in the province to make 
the Yunnan railway a financial success, I have no doubt that there 
is enough to purchase a considerable quantity of foreign goods 
when they can be brought up by train in two or three days’ 
journey from Haiphong instead of having to submit to the cost and 
risks of the long voyage overland or by the Red River, and I con- 
fidently expect, therefore, a large increase in the import of foreign 
goods into Yunnan. I make no doubt, too, that a large proportion 
of these goods will be of British origin and imported from Hong- 
kong.” . 





GERMAN TRADE WITH INDIA. 


The following remarks on the subject of German trade with 
India have been.extracted by H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg 
(Sir Wm. Ward, C.V.O.), from recent commercial reports made 
by the German Consular officers at Calcutta and Bombay :— 

The German Consul-General at Calcutta remarks as follows :— 
“ The sending out to India of representatives of German firms and 
of commercial travellers for the purpose of seeking new markets 
for German goods there is no doubt to be recommended, but only 
very capable men should be employed for this work who have 
acquired a fair knowledge of languages and of Indian habits and 
customs. ll business done in India and more particularly all 
dealings with the natives of that country are closely connected 
with the characteristics of the people, and it thus requires a long 
and minute study of their character before any’ European trader 
can expect to deal with the native Indian with any prospect of 
success.” 

The German Consular report from Bombay contains the follow- 
ing remarks :—“ As in all Eastern countries so also in British 
India the mode of packing goods is a matter of considerable 
importance. The majority of the Indian natives who can neither 
read nor write always pay attention when making their purchases 
in the first place to the external appearance of the goods. When- 
ever a native has once purchased a certain article he requires when 
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purchasing the same description of goods again that the same 
should be packed in precisely the same manner as the first time. 
If he perceives the slightest variation in the packing he at once 
suspects that, the vendor intends to deceive him in some way and 
the consequence is that the native in such case will prefer. to buy 
what he wants from some other firm. It appears that HKurepean 
manufacturers (and traders) frequently overlook this,, and the 
result is accordingly that the Indian native either declines to 
accept the goods or refuses to pay for them. The manufacturer 
can only protect himself against this happening by supplying 
goods strictly in accordance with sample, and packed precisely in 
conformity with the instructions sent to him by the purchaser. 
If from some cause or other the manufacturer finds himself obliged 
to deviate from these instructions, he should first of all come to an 
understanding with his customer about the change. How incon- 
siderately the Indian merchant sometimes acts may be illustrated 
by the fact that goods have been refused because the paper in 
which they were packed was found not to be throughout of the 
same colour, whilst on another occasion a reduction in price was 
insisted upon because the string with which the goods were 
fastened together was only tied once round some parcels of goods 
instead of twice, as had been done on a previous occasion when the 
same description of goods had been supplied.” (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,627.)

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be accompanied by a certificate furnished by a responsible authority 
at the Port of shipment, or the place of origin of the package, 
certifying that the garments mentioned therein have been efficiently 
disintected to the satisfaction of the authority issuing the certifi- 
cate, together with a certificate or other evidence that since the 
issue of the certificate of disinfection the package has not been 
opened or its contents in any way added to or tampered with. 
Failing the production of these certificates, the whole of the con- 
signment will be subjected to such disinfection at the port of entry 
in the Colony as may be required by the Government. 

Consignments for destinations beyond the Colony, if unaccom- 
penied by certificates of disinfection, may be landed under such 
guarantees as the Controller of Customs may require.

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ARGENTINE REPUBLIC, 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
information to the effect that the Argentine 
Minister of Finance promulgated on 2nd June a 
Decree containing regulations under the Customs 
Law for the current year. The text of the Decree has not yet been 
received, but the following is a summary of the more important 
provisions :— 


Customs 
Regulations. 


Penalty for Importing Merchandise as ‘“ Parcels,” — Three 
months after the date of promulgation of the Decree, penalties 
will be imposed on merchandise introduced as “parcels” 
(thereby escaping the payment of the regular stamp and Customs 
charges) which is not destined solely for the private use of the 
person to whom it is sent. 


Special Exemptions.—Articles 4 to 10 and 15 prescribe the 
formalities to be observed in obtaining exemption from payment 
of the Customs duties on articles which have been allowed to be 
imported free of duty in virtue of special concessions. In cases of 
(i.) machines for working mines, (i1.) articles for the use of schools, 
and (iii.) works of art produced by Argentine citizens abroad, the 
Minister of Finance, and not, as hitherto, the Customs Department, 
will be the authority for granting such exemptions. 


Statistical Duties on HExports.—Article 14 provides that the 
‘statistical duties” on exported goods are to be paid after the 
embarkation of the goods. : 

Importation of Naphtha, &e.—-Article 20 prescribes special forms 
for the importation of ‘‘napbtha or impure petroleum and 
carburines. ” 


Samples.— Articles 34 and 35 authorise the introduction of 
samples under bond for payment of duty in the event of their sale. 


Appraisers— Board of Appraisers.—Articles 36 to 62 deal with 
the functions of the Customs Appraisers and of the Board of 
Appraisers. 

Weight of Flour Bags.—Articles 69 and 70 impose penalties for 
incorrect statements as to the weight of the bags or other cover- 
ings used for flour. 

Clearance Documents.—Period for Settling Charges.—Articles 72 
to 78 provide that the period allowed for cancelling, without 
payment of fine, the documents relating to direct clearance (Article 
29 of the Customs Regulations), shall hegin to count from the 
time the goods are landed and not before. 


Damaged Goods.—Articles 83 to 88 deal with the treatment of 
damaged goods.

Bonds for Clearing Agents.—Article 97 provides that the guar- 
antees required by Article 37 of the Customs Law are to be made 
in paper money to the equivalent of 3,000 dols. gold (600J.) in 
such national bonds as the Law requires. 


Correction of Manifests.—Article 126 authorises shipping agents 
to add amendments, within the proper period, to the manifest of 
cargo, as regards packages containing merchandise entered as. 
‘ parceis,” “ samples,” “luggage,” Kc. 

Other matters dealt with in the new Regulations are :— Examina- 
tion of merchandise not declared within 13 days of the arrival of 
the importing vessel; use of private warehouses as Customs ware- 
houses ; documents required in the case of merchandise imported 
from neighbouring countries, or passing through Argentine ports 
in transit to other countries ; regulations for merchandise arriving 
at the new port of La Plata and ‘consigned to the capital ; reckon-

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT: 


MEXICQ,. 


H.M. Legation at Mexico City have forwarded copy of a decree 
modifying the Federal Stamp Law, and have 
New Stamp Law. drawn attention to the following innovations, 
which may affect British shippers and merchants. 
The Law as modified is to come into force on lst November next. 

The Federal Stamp Tax must be paid ‘On all deeds, contracts 
and documents which may be made, drawn up, or issued abroad, 
provided that they are to take effect in the Republic, except in such 
cases as may be determined. by Law.” This question is further 
dealt with in Article 211, according to which contracts made 
abroad on account of the Federal Government, documents relating 
to payments made abroad on account of the Government, and 
documents which have paid Consular fees in accordance with the 
Tariff, are exempt from the Stamp Tax. 

Additions and amendments to manifests, to requests for clearance 
or for Customs permits, and to invoices, are subject to a stamp tax 
of 50 cents. No stamps are required on certificates granted to 
vessels leaving port in ballast. 

Charter parties made abroad which foreign merchant vessels are 
obliged to present to the captains of the Mexican ports on entering 
and 5 at harbour, do not pay stamp tax.

The Commissioners found that the 
man-hole door of the boiler was not well screwed up ; this, in 
conjunction with the loss of support caused by corrosion on ‘the 
plate, allowed the joint to. blow out when the pressure reached 
about 126 lbs. The Commissioners blamed no one for negligence 


and made no order as to costs.

Mr. Crowe also reports, under date 3lst May, ‘The price of coal, 
which had been rising steadily since the 
Coal Trade. beginning of the war, reached its highest 
point in January, and has now begun to 
decline. In January, 1904, the average price in Tokio was 
yen 4.94 (10s. 1d.) per ton; in January, 1905, it had risen to 
yen 5.50 (11s. 4d.), while at the beginning of this year it 
stood at yen 9.98 (10. 0s. 2d.); since then it has fallen to yen 9.15 
(18s. 8d.), and will presumably continue to grow less till the price 
ruling before the commencement of hostilities is reached, as the 
great demand for coal caused by the war has now subsided, and 
coal freights have steadily declined as the ships employed on 
Government service have been released.” 


The Acting British Consul-General at Yokohama (Mr. E. M. 
: Hobart-Hampden) reports that, according to 
— oar a returns issued by the Department of Agricul- 
a ture and Commerce, the total production of 
gold in the Japanese Empire during 1905 was 97,060 ounces, an 
increase of 4,547 ounces over the preceding year’s production. 
This does not include the gold produced in Formosa, which in- 
creased from 55,835 ounces in 1904 to 69,093 ounces in 1905. 
The production of silver in Japan in 1905 amounted to 2,391,528 
ounces, an increase of 33,700 ounces over the preceding year's 
production.

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PORTUGAL. 


In forwarding translation of a decree relating to the acquisition 
of land for the purpose of growing cotton in 
Portuguese Colonies, H.M. Consul-General at 
Lourengo Marques (Major J. G. Baldwin), 
remarks that the terms upon which land can 
be obtained are decidedly generous and, if 
climatic conditions are favourable, should do 
much to encourage the industry. ‘The actual rent at which land 
can be taken up works out at a little under one farthing per acre 
per annum with a maximum concession of 1,000 hectares or 
2,471 acres for any one leaseholder. 

Major Baldwin adds that there are large tracts of Government 
land in the District of Lourenco Marques, along the banks of the 
Maputo, Inkomati and Umbelusi Rivers, which are stated, and 
their appearance seems to confirm the statement, to be very 
suitable for cotton growing, and the same formation occurs in the 
District of Gaza along the Limpopo River and in the District of 
Inhambane. Wild cotton occurs in all these districts but it has 
no commercial value.

OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 

H.M. Consul-General at Smyrna (Mr. H. A. Cumberbatch, C.M.G.), 
eitieenn an reports under date 23rd June, that although 
P P the unseasonable wet weather (vide p. 540 of 
smyrna. the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th June), 

has continued, it has not assumed a general character, but has 
rather taken the form of local showers, rarely copious or destruc- 
tive. The damage thus caused is reported to have been confined 
to vines and barley, further reducing the already deficient yield of 
the former and lowering the marketable value of the latter by 
partially discolouring the grain. The yield of figs is estimated to 
fall short by 25 to 30 per cent. of that of 1905, which, however, 
was a record year. Opium, on the other hand, is likely to be in 
excess of last year’s crop. Good returns are expected from the

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 








commercial interest shall be collected and ‘focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page).

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 


India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &c. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘lhe work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, H.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘lhe “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The “ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
